Capt. Flowers was born in Sedgwlek 


id 1813 and shipped as cook of the coast- 
ing sloop Polly of which his father was 
master, at the age of ten )eara, and for 
nearly thirty years followed the tea. 
He became master of some of the best 
coasting vessels and from 1830 to IS 12 
conducted a packet line between Bangor 
and Boston. In 1842 he went Into trade

He then went to the steamer 


Peuobscot, as pilot, making the first trip 
of any steamer On the outside line be-

course ID fogs, and it was followed up by 
other Hnea of steamers

in command of the steamer VV J. P'-aac 
when the cholera broke out on the Keu-
